H e declined to ex- 
press himself on the subject, however., 
Mr Bryan was enthusiastic over ^ his 
reception in Columbus last night, Vay- 
ing that it showed that Ohio was all 
right for silver.

The Columbus meeting held .last 


evening by Mr. Bryan was /beyond per- 
adventure the biggest political meet- 
ing ever held by any candidate of any 
political party in Ohio. There were 
fnlly 50,000 people assembled in the 
vicinity of the state house to get a 
glimpse of and hear the distinguished 
orator from the West. 
The Enquirer 


says that when Bryan stood up to 
speak, wherever he looked, there was 
the same apparently unending sea of 
faces before him. In front of the stand 
they rose tier upon tier like a living 
terrace. Every window in the state- 
house was jammed, and every project- 
ing point had a human occupant. 


The electric light poles seemed as if 


they were made of men standing upon 
each other's shoulders, and supporting 
a comrade upon each arm. High above 
the masses in the recesses of the stone 
arch at the top of the [capital were 
clustered a group of daring young men, 
who had climbed to the dome, and 
from thence to their position of peril. 
The esplanade that faces the east front 
of the great building was so densely 
packed that it seemed a solid mass of 
variegated colors. . Below:the terraces 
the green sward was covered with .hu- 
man beings in the same manner. 
Be- 


hind the speakers' stand the crowd ex- 
tended the full breadth of the park, 
and completely filled Third street to 
the houses on the other aide.

On either side the throngs extended 


from State to Broad streets, a distance 
that is equal to an ordinary city block 
•with three-quarters of its length added. 


Outside of the fence, on the side 


walks, a continual procession of eager 
persons, anxious to hear the popular 
idol of the masses, went circling round. 


It was the greatest political meeting 


ever held in Ohio beyond all peradven- 
ture. This is not only conceded but 
openly proclaimed by experienced Re- 
publican politicians. Compared with 
this outpouring, the great Madison 
Square Garden meeting was but an 
ordinary gathering, • 


But greater than numbers waa the 


character of the vast throng. It, was a 
duplicate of every meeting that Mr. 
Bryan has held since his famous en- 
trance into the country of the enemy, 
now the country of his friends. 
The 


people came to listen and be instructed, 
and not to indulge in the usual sense- 
less hurrahing that marks the average 
political gathering. There was no rest- 
less shifting to and fro as if to escape 
from what was being said. To the 
contrary, thousands stood like statues, 
breathless and silent, as if they feared 
to disturb the speaker by -the slightest 
sound. 
Ifc -was in this that Mr. Bryan 


won his greatest victory and achieved 
the highest prize of tie - orator. Vast 
as the throng was, he compelled it by 
sheer force of argument and charm of 
oratory to remain with him during the 
hour and a quarter that he spoke.

He openly 
charged that Sherman deliberately de- 
ceived the people of America when he 
secured the passage of the bill in the 
senate that bore his name, and which 
he was one of the first to assist in're- 
pealing.

senior senator from Ohio, for it showed 
that; he 'was acting in bad faith when 
he voted to make the bill a law, and 
afterward declared that it was an un- 
worthy measure.

Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia were in the 
sixth division, with Sou,th Dakota, 
Washington, Alaska, Arkansas, New 
Mexico,, Utah and Tennessee.

were eight'divisions in all, Minnesota 
alone forming the eighth. 


The streets were crowded on either 


side with spectators. Mrs. John A. 
Logan.was the recipient of special at- 
tention as she passed in a carriage. At 
one point of the line of, march, twenty 
young girls, daughters of soldiers, scat- 
ered flowers in the pathway of the vet- 
erans, which the old soldiers eagerly 
picked up and placed in their button- 
holes. At the head of; Sixth street the 
column passed beneath an evergreen 
arch erected by colored people, em, 
blematic of their everlasting remem- 
brance of the dead soldiers of the War 
of. the Rebellion.

square two thousand children were 
placed on a stand so dressed as to repre- 
sent a mammoth American flag, a sight 
which gladdened the eyes of all .veter- 
ans, and especially as the children 
broke into a grand chorus, singing pa- 
triotic songs.

Has there been any overproduc- 
tion in [milk cows? The census will 
show yon they are less numeoros in 
proportion to population than they 
were, and yet the price is going stead- 
ily downward. Is there an overproduc- 
tion of j land? In two-thirds of 
the 


country east of Illinois you can today 
buy thousand of splendid farms at 
what they were assessed for in 1870; 
and in some of the finest parts of New 
York state they will sell you good 
farms at thej assessment of 1860. 
Farmers do not complain at reduced 
prices for products of which there has 
been a very great production, but the 
figures show a decline; though not -so 
great, in articles of which there is an 
admitted scarcity'and that the general 
decline is very much greater than can 
be accounted for by the amount pro- 
duced. 


The fact is that we—the 
whole 


world, for that matter, but the United 
States_ particularly, is suffering from 
under-consumption. Give every man, 
woman and child all the work they 
want at reasonable wages, and in ninety 
days every' retail and wholesale house 
in the country will be cleaned' out. 
Not a yard of calio or other fabric, not 
a shoe, not a pound of meat nor a sack 
of flour will remain to tell the tale of 
dull business, and such a scramble as 
there would be to" supply the demand 
for more, you never saw nor dreamed 
of. Free silver alone will do this. 
Shall we have it?

There is the cry of over-production 


to which the gold bugs point as the re- 
sult of lowi prices, but we hero quote 
from an able article by Hon. John H. 
Beedle, a few paragarpha that show 
conclusively "there is nothing in that 
plea. You cannot claim overproduction 
of bread and meat while thousands of 
people go to bed hungry; you can not 
claim overproduction of fabrics when 
there are thousands of people in the 
world half clad. It is true that when 
there is a large crop, the price is likely 
to be less, but the farmer, does not 
complain that he gets less per pound 
or per bushel when the crop is big than 
when it is small. 
What he doea com- 


plain of, and what he has a right to 
complain of, is that prices have fallen 
so fast that he gets very much less 
money for a very big crop than he 
formerly got for a small one. Thus the 
bounites of Providence are turned into 
curses and he is coming to look upon 
abundance as an affliction. 
Let me 


call your attention to some figures. In 
1881 the farmers produced 416,481,000 
bushles of oats and received therefor 
$193,198,970; iu 1883 they |prodncad 
571,302,400' bushels and received for it 
$187,040,204; in 1889 they prouced 
751,515,000 bushels and received $171,- 
781,008, aud so on down, the amount 
rising as the money received for it fell, 
till 1895, when they produced 824,443,- 
537 bushels of oats and recieved tbere- 
for §103,055,008. 
And the population 


has increased 70 per cent. 
In 1870 we 


produced 1,094,225,000 
bushels 
of 


corn, worth $001,830,030; in 1893, 
1,619,496,131 bushels, worth ?591,- 
625,627, aud in .1895, z'lol, 188,580 
bushels worth $507,509,106. Overpro- 
duction, you say, but divide the bushels 
by the population each -year, and you 
will find that per capita the increase 
was quite small, and in such years as 
18(10 aud 1894, when the crop was very 
short and the immb;r of bushels per 
capita very much less than the average 
of several yeai'3 ago, the price per 
bushel was still low. 


Since 1870 the production of hay iu 


tho United States has increased iu 
almost exact parallelism with the in- 
crease of population, and yot the aver- 
age value per tou has declined from 
§13.82 to $8.35. This last is the farm 
price as reported by the agriultural 
department for July; nevertheless, on 
the day I write thia, hay is selling in 
New York City by retail at ?18 per ton, 
which is a beautiful illustration of how 
your city consumer "profits" 'by the 
loss of the farmer. 
Wheat is supposed 


to bo an exception because our rivals in 
other countries are producing so much, 
and yet the figures are significant. 
In 


1881, for instance, 383,280,090 bushels 
were valued at §456,880,427, and in 
1895, 407,102,047 
bushels at $237,- 


908,998. And yot the world has not 
as much wheat as it wants, niid not 
much more than half as much as it 
would buy if it had the wherewith.

JMark Your lllrycle. 


A simple device for 
concealing a 


private mark 'on one's wheel is sug- 
gested by John D. Carroll, .chief de- 
tective of a.wheelmen's insurance com- 
pany. 
In the event of -the loss \of a 


wheel the identification of such a mark, 
known only to-the rider; is indisputa- 
ble proof of ownership. 
.. Mr. Carroll's plan is that every own- 
er of. a bicycle should have a private 
mark"up'on,his wheel, but so concealed 
that' the closest scrutiny by one who 
does not know it will fail to discover 
it; Inatead-'of a mark:upon the saddle 
or saddle post, where a thief would 
naturally look for it, he suggests that 
a portion of the enamel, about one inch 
square, be scraped from the frame of 
the, machine. After all trace of the 
enamel .'has/ been removed apply a 
coating of grease and-wlth a pointed 
piece of steel, dipped in carbolic acid, 
draw the initials or private 
mark 


through the grease. The acid follows 
the marking of the steel point, while 
the grease keeps it from spreading. 


After allowing the acid to eat into 


the tubing the grease can be rubbed 
off and the mark of initial shows as 
plainly as if cut into the steel frame- 
work. 
One coat of enamel will com- 


pletely hide all trace of the mark. 
Should any question as to the owner- 
ship of the wheel arise the owner could 
by simply scratching off the enamel 
which, covered his name, at once prove 
his claim. 
Mr.- Carroll says he has 


known cases where wheels have been 
stolen from .owners by their most in- 
timate friends.—New York Journal.

'Washington says: Secretary Lament 
bos directed the quartermaster-general 
to proceed at once with the preparation 
of plans for the construction of quar- 
ters and barracks for the accommoda- 
tion of four batteries of artillery at 
Fort Hancock^ Sandy Hook. There is 
$100,000 that can be used from the gen- 
eral appropriation .for coast defenses 
for this purpose, so that work can. be 
commenced as soon as the department 
can get up the plans and make the nec- 
essary contracts.

.in Van Buren in 1836 and 1840. In 1844 
nine^ballots were required, Van Buren 
laving-a clear majority at the start, 
but not two-thirds, the nomination fall- 
ng- to Polk, with Van Buren receiving 
ut ten,.and Caas, his chief opponent, 
but 17. In- 1848 Lewis Case was nomi- 
nated on. the fourth ballot; receiving 
more than two-thirds. -In 1S52 there 
were A ballots. Cass was the leading 
,andidate, with Buchanan second, Doug- 
as third and Marcy fourth. On the 
49th ballot these dropped out and 
Franklin Pierce was nominated.
